FOR THE YEAR 1968 


By direction of the Town Meeting, the Town Planning Board 
has directed its major attention to the problem of - supplying 
water to the residents of the southern part of the Town, To this 
end, it has, through memter Ralph Blodgett, made a house to 
hous: survey of present facilities and willingness to subscribe 
among those residents. It has requested assistance of the Soil 
Conservation Service, and obtained certain opinions from them, 

without, however, any details. Interviews have been held with 
| representatives of the Soil Conservation Service, with suppliers of 
materials, and with Tepresentatives of other towns having similar 
problems. 

The Board recommends to the Town adoption of Article 9 pro- 
viding for funds for exploratory work and. studies in. detail of 
‘the available water supplies, so that final action may be taken 
by the Town upon the question. 

' The Board also recommends to the Town adoption of Articles 16 
and 17, to enable the Board to proceed more effectively with the 
work assigned to it by the original vote of establishment passed by 
the Town.

DRAFT FOR SELECTMEN’S REPORT TO THE TOWN 
REGARDING POLLUTION STUDY 


The preliminary report on sewerage and sewage treatment for 
the Town of Stratford by Anderson-Nichols & Company, Inc.,. of 
Concord, New Hampshire, has been completed and submitted. to 
the New Hampshire Water Supply & Pollution Control Commission 
for their review and approval, as required. 

The principal conclusions and recommendations included in, the 
report are as follows: 


teal ‘The need for adequate sewerage facilities is evidenced by the 
. direct discharge of sewage into storm drains, Kimball Brook 
and the Connecticut River in North Stratford, and into Bog 
Brook in Stratford Hollow. 


2. The need for adequate sewerage facilities is imperative to 
eliminate .. pollution, health hazards, “ and to: comply ‘with 
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Order ‘No. 1371 issued by the New Hampshire Water Supply & 
Pollution Control Commission to the Board of Selectmen of 
the Town of Stratford to take steps to abate the pollution 
caused by the discharge of sewage from the municipality. 


The population trends indicate that a design ‘population of 
1000 is reasonable for the Village of North Stratford.’ The 
average design flow of sanitary sewage and industrial waste 
is estimated to be 163,000-gallons per day. A design popula- 
tion of 150 is reasonable for Stratford Hollow with a repre- 
sentative design flow of 21,000-gallons per day. | 

’ 4. In North Stratford sewage must be pumped to the treatment 
plant due to topographic limitations which restrict complete 
gravity flow. No pumping stations will be required in Stratford 
Hollow. 

Oxidation ditches offer the best method of sewage treat- 
ment for North Stratford because they offer advantages in 
construction and operating costs, and because there is a site 
above flood level that is ideally suited to this type of treat- 
ment. A system of community septic tanks will be used 
for sewage treatment in Stratford Hollow. 


6. The construction cost of treatment facilities, the pumping 
station, interceptors and force mains is presently eligible for 
up to 80 percent Federal and State grants-in-aid. Federal aid 
Federal aid up to 50 per cent of the construction cost of sewers 
is a possibility. 

7. It is recommended that financing of the local share of the 
entire project cost be done by taxation and by use charges 
based on relative quantities of sewage contributed by each 
sewer connection. 

Anderson-Nichols & Company, Inc. was notified by the New 
Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission on 
January 10, 1969 that ““‘We are happy to inform you that the report 
is acceptable but cannot receive final action until such time as a 
firm option on the selected treatment plant site is acquired by the 
Town. Similar firm assurances will be necessary on the pump 
station site.” 

Prior to this time, the Commission did not require option or 
ownership of treatment plant sites until the preparation of final 
construction plans and specifications was initiated. 

For this reason, the Selectmen have included an article author- 

_ izing them to purchase or acquire options to land necessary for the 

pollution abatement work. 

An additional article is included authorizing the Selectmen to do 
all things necessary to obtain Federal, State, or other assistance 
. towards construction of sewage facilities in order to. be proceeding 
- with the pollution abatement order No. 1371 from the State.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

We would like to present to you the people of Stratford our an- 
nual school report. Last year under the tutelage of Warren Toohig 
we delved into a study of the recommendations made by the New. 
England Association of Colleges & Secondary Schools to try to im-: 
plement some of the suggestions that they had. ; 

This year, also, was the start of our student aide service which 
we felt so highly of that we submitted it for the New Hampshire 
Council for Better Schools project and we are very happy to say 
that we received the No. 4 Award in the state by this group. This 
program was very helpful and beneficial in quite a few ways in 
that some of our advanced students met with children who were 
having difficulties with individual subject matter areas such as 
Reading, Mathematics. and English. Some of these students were 
taken on a one to one basis. Others were grouped in twos or threes. 
The teachers prepared an individual syllabus and course outline 
daily and met with these students after school and, of course, met 
with them when they were first meeting with the students them- 
selves to explain, demonstrate, and later follow up on this program. 
We found that the students would open up and relate even better 
than they would with the teacher in some respects for they were 
not embarrassed to admit their inadequacies or lack of understand- 
ing. The results that were gained were very gratifying. The same 
program is being implemented this year under the guidance of 
Mrs. Mary Nugent, Vice Principal, who is in charge of the elemen- 
tary curriculum. 

I think we have all been pleased with the results of the work that 
Mr. Blodgett and Mr. Walling did this summer with Mrs. Fuller's 
new second grade room. We have found that not only is the wall 
to wall carpeting less expensive than laying a new wooden floor, 
but it is quieter, easier to keep clean, doesn’t require scrubbing, 
buffing, waxing and constant care that your natural wood or tile 
floors would require. It is much better as far as acoustics are con- 
cerned and the students we have found take even better care of the 
rug than would a regular floor and it creates a more homey atmos- 
phere and, of course, this is again an attribute to the good bring- 
ing up that our students have. They always have respected school 
property. I may say we are very fortunate in this respect for this 
as you well know can go into thousands of dollars yearly when 
students deliberately vandalize school buildings which is what 
does happen in more metropolitan areas. 

Along with this we have established a Scholarship Fund in con- 
junction with the faculty and National Honor Society. The National 
Honor Society to me is one of the most valuable clubs in the school 
for we know and can see at first hand our outstanding athletes, 
but the people behind the scenes and who in many cases may, also, 
pe athletes, who are making history in Stratford come from the 
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ranks of our better students. The National Honor Society is com- 
prised of a group of students who are outstanding not only scholas- 
tically, but who display good citizenship, who are dedicated and 
give of themselves to the school and the student body. Colleges and 
employers look very kindly towards recommendations by the facul- 
ty and administration especially when they have been a member 
of the National Honor Society. 

Forty per cent of last year’s graduating class are continuing their 
education at various colleges, technical and vocational schools. One 
of our graduates, Bruce Lovering, was a recipient of the Shapiro 
Scholarship at the New Hampshire College of Accounting and Com- 
merce in Manchester. This Scholarship is based on the student 
who attains the highest grade in a competitive admittance test 
given by the college. 

The new furniture that is very much in evidence in the faculty 
room and the rug were provided by the faculty who sponsored va- 
rious events to raise money and the Board matched what the tea- 
chers put in. This is certainly a very welcome addition and one 
that was sorely needed. This, of course, reflects again the very 
fine cooperation and rapport that exists at North Stratford. The 
teachers certainly are to be congratulated and complimented for 
their efforts not only in this venture but in the fine way that they 
have cooperated with the High School Evaluation and their very 
dedicated interest in our students. 

By now I am certain that you are cognizant of the implementa- 
tion of our new rotating classroom schedule. This was done for 
very obvious reasons. 

1.’ The administration has always felt that students did not take 
advantage for one reason or another of the time provided in 
a study hall. It was a drudge for the student and an inconven- 
ience for the teacher, i. e., you can imagine that if a student 
had a problem in Chemistry or Physics or even Mathematics 
and the teacher in charge was not up to the latest techniques 
in that particular field that it could be embarrassing to the 
teacher and that she could not give the proper guidance in 
this area and, of course, the student could not get satisfaction 
or assistance when he needed it. 

2. To increase the amount of time in each class and give the 
student more time in the particular subject matter field and, 
of course, the last twenty minutes could be given to research, 
review, or further explanation to students who are not quite 
certain of a new area that has been discussed in class. 

3. We went, also, with the rotating schedule. This provided us 
back to back periods in many areas so that our students 
especially in a lab period would not need to take a quarter or 
a third of the period to set up an experiment and then to tear it 
down. Next year we hope to even improve upon our schedule 
and offer not only back to back periods in our Science areas, 
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but, also, to try to offer these back to back periods in Indus- 
trial Arts, Home Economics and other disciplines that might 
lend itself to this type of scheduling. You can well imagine 
a student who comes into the classroom in Home Economics 
who has a sewing project has to get her work, go to the sew-' 
ing machine possibly replace her bobbin with different thread, 
get things lined up, her pattern out, equipment, etc. This of 
necessity does take and require quite a bit of time. Now the 
student needs this time, but will have another full period in 
which she can proceed to work on her project. 

4. Providing these extra periods gives the student more time in 
the discipline. Where a class normally meets for 50 minutes 
that would give 250 minutes a week, now with the 70 minute 
classroom period it gives them 350 minutes a week so surely 
you can see the value and reasons for our implementing this 
program. 

This year through the cooperation of the parochial school some 
of the mill students are provided with year round bus service 
which, of course, is a decided advantage. Also, we have provided 
for all the athletes to be transported by busses rather than by 
providing cars. Heretofore, this service had been offered to only 
basketball trips. 

Our compliments are again given to Mrs. Wilson’s Senior Home- 
making Class who provided us with the draperies in the gymnasium 
and for the divider in the study hall and the Board would, also, 
like to thank Mrs. Wilson and her group for providing snacks at 
the Board meetings. A good cup of coffee about 10 o’clock at 
night is a very welcome thing. 

The new supply room and athletic supply storeroom that again 
was built by Leslie Blodgett and his crew is a very definite 
asset to the school. Teachers can now get material and see 
what is on hand very easily and the coaches have access to a 
very compact and well organized area for storing uniforms and 
athletic equipment. 

The Board has seen fit, also, to have Mrs. Mary Nugent assume 
the Vice Principalship with definite and clearly defined respon- 
sibilities. To our way of thinking this was a very wise and 
sagacious move for when you have the responsibility of running 
an entire school that means cafeteria, student body transporta- 
tion, athletics, guidance, cirriculum not only in the elementary 
but secondary and some things are bound to be shunted to the 
side. With this in mind the Board was apprized of the importance 
of building a strong foundation in the elementary grades so that 
when our students move into the high school areas they would, 
have had proper academic and social adjustment background 
that is needed if they are to succeed in their educational goals. 
With this in mind, Mrs. Nugent was given the responsibility of 
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the elementary program both in curriculum, social development, 
and discipline. With this in mind Mrs. Nugent has embarked on 
a very ambitious evaluation program of the elementary school. 
The teachers meet weekly and are doing a wonderful job in 
assessing their programs. . 

It, also, is to be noted that the Board would like to compliment 
Mrs. Nugent for a magnificent job which was done in opening 
the school this year. Mary came in and spent many hours in 
organizing and checking every detail that is needed so that our 
school could open and function properly the very first day. Any- 
one who saw the school the first few days would never. realize 
that a new schedule was being implemented and new teachers 
were being indoctrinated. One would feel the school had been 
going for two or three months. Congratulations, Mary, you did 
a fine job and I know Mr. Pawlowski appreciates it as do the 
faculty and the students. 

Mrs. Nugent, has, also, been delegated the responsibility of 
working with the National Honor Society, working with the Stu- 
dent Council and planning all the assemblies for Grades 1 to 12 
and, also, coordinates the custodial program. She encouraged and 
has been instrumental in our back to school nights and is working 
on an Open House for Mid-Winter at which time the school budget 
will be discussed and parents will be able to see some of their 
children at work on various projects and, of course, largely to see 
work that has been accomplished, projects that have been made 
by our children. 

We would like to comment, if we may, on the very fine staff 
that is working so diligently at the Hollow School. Mr. Ritchie 
is always so dependable and such a joy to have around. He 
goes out of his way to meet the teachers’ requests and to be a 
friend to our students. The school has never been in better shape 
and he takes a personal interest that is so necessary. 

Mrs. Boucher is doing her usual outstanding job and devoting 
many extra hours to students even during her lunch hour for the 
remedial program. 

We. also, are extremely pleased witn the hiring of Mrs. |’ 
Emery who is doing an outstanding job with her students. She 
works untiringly with each one and is grouping them equal to 
their abilities and has the needed patience and sympathy plus 
knowledge for the students. 

We have seen many improvements at the Hollow School and 
would like to compliment the teachers on a fine job. 

_ This year Mr. Chester Pawlowski is our titular head of both 
the elementary and secondary school plus supervising the Hollow 
educational plant. Mr. Pawlowski has some sixteen years in ed- 
ucation and holds a Master’s Degree in Administration. He didn’t 
arrive on the scene until October, but we feel he has made many 
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inroads and is respected and well liked by the faculty and student 
body. There are several things Mr. Pawlowski has done in the 
short time he has been with us that I feel would bear mention. 

He has followed through our rather complicated educational 
_ Schedule and next year hopes to even improve on this. 

One of the things he has set up is a cooperating teachers policy. 

These cooperating teachers work with the new staff, Mr. Nelson, 
Mr. Hawley, and Miss Beasley. This might be considered sort 
of a big brother act, but it is very valuable and important that 
teachers have someone other than the administration to go’ to 
with the daily routine type of things that do occur to aid them in 
their educational planning, minor discipline matters and ° pro- 

cedures, aid in classroom control, explanation and discussion of 
school policies, better use of audio-visual materials, refinement 
and grouping of students, giving them a helping hand, confidence 
and self-direction and developing critical teaching. 

He, also, worked with Mrs. Hart in setting up the new conver- 
sion Business Education Department room which used to be the 
_.old study hall. Mrs. Hart’s classes have grown in stature, size, 
and course offerings. | 
_. This year we, also, were given our Comprehensive rating which 

is the highest rating any high school in the state can achieve so 

. our students can compete with any other high school in the state. 

Also, with the cooperation of the faculty a new card system or 
permanent record has been instituted. With the help of Mrs. 
Nugent’s elementary staff Mr. Pawlowski established a new nar- 
rative type of report card for the primary grades which to our 
way of thinking is a marked improvement over our previous re- 
port card. 

He has, also, worked in cooperation with the North Country 
Mental Health Association in utilizing their services for some of 
our students not only in the North Stratford but the Hollow School 
with the psychologist and director Mr. Segal and Mr. Donahue 
respectively. 

Also, the Sex Education and Family Living program will be 
kicked off this year with three teachers cooperating on this first 
venture, Mr. Hawley, Mr. Nelson, and Mr. Grimes. 


Mr. Pawlowski, also, administered for the first time aptitude 
and ability tests for Grades 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, 11 and 12. These tests 
were given regarding ability tests, scholastic aptitude tests for 
college students, National Merit Qualifying Tests, and Stanford 
Achievement Tests and the Otis Test of Mental Ability for the 
grades. . 

Mr. Pawlowski has encouraged the teachers to take more 
advantage of educational field trips and Mrs. Hart and Miss 
Miller sponsored a trip to Boston to attend the New England 
Scholastic Press Association Conference at Boston University. 
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_ Philip Dowse, Brian McMann, Maureen Monahan, and_ Doris 
Belanger were the students who attended. 

For the future we will continue to update and improve upon 
our educational offerings to consolidate our gains and to act 
upon the recommendations made by the New England Association’s 
Evaluation of our school. We are very hopeful that the town 
will provide the necessary impetus and monies for the employ- 
ment of a Guidance Counselor for Grades 1 to 12 for this is where 
the heart of the school will be. It is important to identify areas 
of weakness and problems as soon as possible so that each stu- 
dent can have the benefit of guidance grouping and be given the 
educational advantages that are not available without the 
assistance of a trained analyst. 

Next year we, also, hope to increase our Music offering to 
three days a week so we can have the start at least of a good 
Music program. 

We, also, want to work more closely with the North Country 
Mental Health Association and Clinic so that we can zero in and 
use the preventive philosophy rather than corrective philosophy 
with our students. 

All in all, I feel we have had an educationally rewarding year 
and we are looking forward to 1969-70 with great anticipation.
